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Team Efforts Keeping Tri-Towns Safe 

First Responders 

By Mick Colageo and Marilou Newell 

The Wanderer asked fire and police chiefs in the 
Tri-Town to respond to a battery of seven questions to get 
an inside look at how they manage the challenges posed 
by the coronavirus pandemic. Rochester fire and police 
were not able to participate in time for this week's edition. 

Neither Marion nor Mattapoisett had any 
confirmed cases of COVID-19 positive cases in its fire 
or police departments at press time. The risks that first 
responders take on a daily basis cannot be understated. 

At the same time, our phone conversations and email 
exchanges indicate an enormous amount of thought and 
meticulous care being consistently exercised despite 
fatigue and unprecedented stress. 

Here are our seven questions followed by a 
summary of the responses: 

1. Given that the Fire Department depends on its 
trained volunteers, how is the department assuring their safety 
if called to an incident? Do they have protective gear at the 
ready? Are they deployed in teams? 

Mattapoisett Police is currently staffing at its 
regular level, but with restrictions. 

"We have limited access to the police station. The 
public can enter through the front door and speak to the 
communication officer. All staff members enter through 
the employee door. No one can congregate in the station," 
wrote Chief of Police Mary Lyons, noting that every 
officer and EMT is provided with personal protective 
equipment (PPE), a mask, gloves, gowns and face

shield. "Every officer has a zone throughout the town. If 
additional help is needed, a second officer is dispatched 
to that zone to assist. The ambulance is staffed 24/7. 

Two EMTs and the zone cruiser respond to the medical 
emergency. If additional help is required, a second zone 
car will respond to assist." 

Marion's staffing model differs for fire and 
emergency services because, while EMS is a 24 / 7 / 365 
situation, firefighters are paid on call. "At 3:00 in the 
morning (Monday) there was a fire call so they came 
from home to the station," said Marion Fire Chief Brian 
Jackvony. 

The ambulance responds to all Marion calls, and 
all PPE is kept on the ambulance. "We are separating our 
staff; a minimal number of people make patient contact," 
said Jackvony. Remaining personnel onsite stay outside, 
ready to gear up to play either role. Marion takes the 
temperatures of its firefighters and asks each to fill out a 
form attesting to good health before they board the fire 
truck.

Marion has received from the Massachusetts 
Emergency Management Agency (MEMA) a shipment 
of KN95 facemasks but, at press time, was awaiting 
guidance from MEMA on usage. "We're told they're the 
same (as K95 models)... as soon as we have guidance, 
we'll distribute them," said Jackvony. 

The new KN95 masks are on the trucks, the 
most-recent shipment giving the town enough. Jackvony 
anticipated rolling those new masks out over the next day 
or two. Tabor Academy has also donated face shields that 
it has manufactured on its 3D printers. 

Mattapoisett Fire has a "Frontline" team that it 
has been utilizing and another team as back-up when 
needed, answered Chief Andrew Murray in an email to 
The Wanderer. "We are trying to keep the staff separated 
to prevent the potential spread and cross-contaminate. 

We have ready go-bags in all of the vehicles. These 
bags include Tyvek suits, goggles, N95 masks and 
disinfectants," he said. 

2. Back at the station are you staffing the office and 
station in dedicated teams that work together exclusively or is 
the department too small for that luxury? 

Marion's Police Department has made no staffing 
changes. "The department is too small to be able to do 
that," wrote Chief of Police John B. Garcia. 

"We are currently running skeleton crews on 
dedicated teams with others on standby and on call from 
home," wrote Murray. 

3. Do you know where the COVID-19 cases are located 
so that should you need to respond to a quarantined location 
you are prepared in advance or is every call prepared for in the 
same way? 

Both towns' police and fire departments are 
advised before answering calls when there is a COVID-19 
case. 

Marion police established a PSAP (public-safety 
answering point) to which Health Nurse Kathy Downey 
relates COVID-19 information so that dispatchers can use 
a specially crafted script and questionnaire. Information 
that would normally be protected by HIPAA is now 
shared for first responders' and public safety. 

"The Board of Health is required to inform us of 
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the address of a person who has had a positive result of 
the COVID-19 test. When we respond to an address, we 
have to assume that everyone in the residence is possibly 
infected," wrote Garcia. 

Mattapoisett Fire knows where the confirmed 
cases are located. "Even though we have this knowledge, 
we are treating every call the same and taking every 
precaution possible to protect our staff and public," wrote 
Murray. 

"We keep a list here of the addresses where 
confirmed COVID-19 are, as well as the addresses of 
suspected COVID-19 cases based on the observations of 
the EMTs responding to homes where the patient has 
COVID-19 like symptoms," wrote Lyons. 

4. How are responders dealing with returning home 
after a call-out in terms of decontaminating their PPE and 
clothing , etc. ? 

In Marion, depending on the nature and 
circumstances of the call, PPE could range anywhere from 
the use of disposable gowns to higher levels of protection 
all the way up to a Tyvek suit.

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Tyvek suits are worn in full-protection situations, 
including the long-term care facility for persons under 
investigation, if intubating a patient or applying a 
nebulizer. Tyvek suits are kept on ambulances, and in 
such cases, a minimal number of responders make such 
contact. The rest of the staff remains clean. 

Jackvony said Marion benefits from a lot of 
guidance and there is a lot of "one and done" with PPE. 
But they are also making headway with ultraviolet 
sterilization. A company based in Somerville is sterilizing 
masks and returning them. Some cleaning is done in 
house, but gowns and gloves are thrown away, as well as 
surgical masks. N95 and KN95 (pending approval) masks 
can be decontaminated and reused. 

Mattapoisett's current fire station lacks showers, 
decontamination areas or space to keep social distancing 
between members. "We clean and disinfect the station 
twice a day. We have disinfectant and sanitizer spray that 
we use prior to heading home and when needed," wrote 
Murray. 

"Clearly, there is some increase in anxiety and 
certainly concern that COVID-19 may be carried home. It 
is stressful on our families knowing that the officers and 
EMTs are responding to homes where COVID-19 may 
exist," wrote Lyons. 

While there is no universal protocol, Garcia 
indicates a good shower and laundry will do the job. "We 
have been informed that 20 minutes in a standard clothes

dryer will kill the COVID-19 virus," he wrote. 

5. Does the department have what it needs? 

Lyons wrote that Mattapoisett Police has received 
donations from individuals and companies, including 
Tyvek PPE, N95 masks and face shields. "The Acushnet 
Company donated a face shield for each officer, which 
is great!" she reported, adding that MEM A supplied the 
department with 100 Tyvek suits as well as 100 masks. 
"The one item that is back-ordered are the gowns. 
Unfortunately, that is a universal problem. We have had a 
great deal of support from our community." 

Garcia wrote that Marion Police has what it needs 
and has "slowly been building our stockpile of PPE and 
hand sanitizer." 

Murray wrote that Mattapoisett Fire does not 
have a large stockpile of supplies, but does have enough 
for the time being. 

6. How is the staff bearing up, I suspect everyone is 
supporting one another emotionally. Can you speak to that? 

"Everyone is concerned about possibly coming 
into contact with someone who is infected and bringing 
that home to their family," wrote Garcia. "Officers are 
taking great care to disinfect work areas and cruisers. 
Morale is good but, like everyone else, we are living 
in uncertain times, and with the constantly changing 
information it causes stress just like it does with everyone 
else in the community." 

"We are fortunate in Mattapoisett to have a great 
group of first responders here, as well as a very supportive 
community," wrote Lyons. "It is fair to say that everyone 
is concerned. As always, they are all working together and 
watching out for each other." 

"We're doing OK," said Jackvony, noting 
employee-assistance programs and critical stress teams. 
"This is a lot of stress for fire, EMS, families. They worry 
if they're going to be taking it home." Jackvony said there 
are round-the-clock programs in place, and that Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail had just sent more information 
on PPE. "We have counseling (available). Everybody is 
doing well," he said. 

"The staff are doing well. We are all in this 
together and will pull through this together and stronger,"

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wrote Murray. 

7. Are there any confirmed cases among the fire 
department staff or volunteers - no names, just numbers? 

Their answer, as noted above, is no for both 
departments in both towns. 

Mattapoisett did have two personnel, a police 
officer and an EMT, out for 14 days. "After an ambulance 
run, the hospital notified us that the patient tested 
positive for COVID-19. As a result, we are treating every 
request for the ambulance as a potential COVID-19 
patient," explained Lyons. "It is reassuring knowing 
that we now have immediate testing available for first 
responders." 

"(No) doesn't mean we haven't had people 
in quarantine, we have," said Jackvony. One Marion 
firefighter was put in quarantine because that person had 
returned from a trip out of the United States. Another 
quarantine was due to exposure to the coronavirus at 
another job. That firefighter was removed from Marion's 
roster pending test results. 

Guidance allows Jackvony to categorize risk. If 
there has been recent exposure but no symptoms, that 
firefighter only continues to work only if the staff is short- 
handed and, if so, wearing a facemask the whole time. 
Ideally, that person would be removed from the roster. 
Marion's part-time schedule is established on the 15th of 
the month so the May schedule is out. One member was 
removed through April 22, the day of his test. "We're not 
immune; we're dealing with it," said Jackvony. 

Trash District Drops Civil Embezzlement Lawsuit

The committee for the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMWRRDD) 
announced on April 15 that it was dropping its civil 
lawsuit against the surviving defendants involved in the 
Ray Pickles embezzlement case. 

The CMWRRDD filed the lawsuit on June 22, 

2018, alleging that the former executive director for the 
trash district, Ray Pickles, age 85 at the time, defrauded 
the CMWRRDD of $838,000 between 2012 and 2017, 
while also listing Pickles' wife, Diane Bondi-Pickles, 67, 
and former CMWRRDD committee chairman and Carver 
Health Agent Robert Tinkham, Jr., 58, as defendants. 

A Grand Jury on March 18, 2019, indicted Pickles 
and Tinkham on criminal charges. Pickles faced six felony 
counts of Grand Larceny for allegedly stealing $675,000 
from the CMWRRDD, and Tinkham was charged with 
one count of Larceny and one count of Presentation 
of False Claims for allegedly accepting unauthorized 
payments totaling $35,000 issued by Pickles and backed 
by phony invoices for services not rendered. 

The trash district's civil lawsuit was temporarily 
suspended while the plaintiff awaited the outcome of the 
criminal trial that was scheduled to begin February 24, 
2020. 

Pickles died on December 20, 2019, at the age of

86, resulting in the dismissal of those criminal charges 
against him and Tinkham. 

The CMWRRDD committee maintained the 
option to continue its civil lawsuit against Bondi-Pickles 
and Tinkham to try to recover its losses, but according 
to a statement issued by CMWRRDD Chairman Stephen 
Cushing the committee voted on April 9 to drop the civil 
lawsuit against all the parties involved. 

"The difficult decision was made after the 
Massachusetts Attorney General's office recently dropped 
its criminal case against all defendants following the 
death of... Ray Pickles, the primary suspect in the case," 
stated Cushing. 

Cushing continued, "Due to these factors, the

committee was advised by its legal counsel that the 
cost of continued civil litigation against the remaining 
defendants would cost more than the district would likely 
be able to recover if the lawsuit was successful." 

What sparked the events that led to the civil 
lawsuit and subsequent criminal charges came in March 
of 2017 when Pickles issued the Town of Marion a bill 
for waste disposal for $25,000, the town's first bill since 
2012. As a district, the three towns would owe a total of 
$153,000 despite the full reimbursement of the district's 
operating costs by SEMASS and income from the district's 
two transfer stations. 

The CMWRRDD committee had rarely met 
regularly during the years in question, with the exception 
of the odd postings of a few meetings taking place in 
restaurants. A newly constituted committee started 
reviewing the financials for the trash district in January 
2018, finding various irregularities and transactions 
without supporting documentation. 

The committee fired Pickles on January 29, 

2018, and began to meet regularly as it sought a forensic 
financial audit of the last six years of Pickles' tenure. 

Pickles had been the executive director for the 
trash district since its formation in 1973, while also 
serving as the executive secretary to the Marion Board of 
Selectmen from 1972-2001. 

When the civil lawsuit was filed, the complaint 
alleged that Pickles had cashed checks he wrote to 
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www.waIarms.corn 

24-Hour UL-Listed Monitoring Service 
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himself totaling nearly $113,000, made unauthorized cash 
withdrawals totaling $150,000 from secret bank accounts 
he allegedly opened under the CMWRRDD, collected 
$31,000 in mileage reimbursements, and used over $13,000 
in district funds to fuel his private boat. 

Upon retirement from his position as executive 
secretary in 2001, Pickles began receiving his salary under 
the name Moss Hollow Management, a corporation 
that listed Bondi-Pickles as the president. Pickles' son 
Christopher Bondi-Pickles as director, and Pickles himself 
as secretary The civil complaint named Moss Hollow 
Management as a defendant, accusing Pickles and 
Bondi-Pickles of further embezzling another $281,000 in 
unauthorized payments exceeding Pickles' regular salary

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from 2012 to 2018. 

Pickles pleaded not guilty to the charges and 
blamed his age and the CMWRRDD committee's lack of 
oversight for the alleged financial discrepancies. 

Pickles was still the elected town clerk for the 
Town of Marion when the civil case and subsequent 
criminal case was first introduced. The Marion Board of 
Selectmen asked Pickles to resign during its April 19, 2019 
meeting, and then just weeks later Town Meeting voted to 
de-fund the town clerk's salary line item for the fiscal year 
2020 budget. 

Pickles officially resigned as town clerk on 
September 3, 2019, citing his diminishing health. 

Since 2018, the future of the CMWRRDD had 
never been more uncertain as the December 31, 2020 
expiration of the district's contract with SEMASS loomed. 
The CMWRRDD committee in December 2019 hired 
a new temporary, part-time executive director, Jeffrey 
Osuch, to guide the committee as it considered its options 
and to oversee the transition should the committee decide 
to dissolve the district. 

Marion was the first town to initiate the 
withdrawal process from the district upon Marion voters' 
acceptance of the motion during the October 2019 Fall 
Special Town Meeting, which kicked off negotiations 
between Marion and the district for an equitable exit. In 
February of this year, the committee voted to call it quits 
on the CMWRRDD, and voters during the three towns' 
2020 annual spring town meetings will vote to accept the 
dissolution agreement. 

The dissolution agreement will include granting 
the Town of Marion ownership of the Benson Brook 
Transfer Station, one of two district-owned transfer 
stations.

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was established to implement federally mandated 
transportation planning. It is a decisionmaker in the 
process of determining how federal and state funding of 
roadway and bridge projects will be allocated, according 
to the organization's website.

as well as members of the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation District 5, SRPEDD was engaged to study 
current conditions as well as the impact of future growth. 

When public meetings and workshops were rolled 
out, the number-one item on everyone's list of concerns 
regarding Route 6 was "safety." 

Community members expressed their concern 
over traffic speed, pedestrian and bicyclists safety and 
the lack of a designated bike lane. As the months went by, 
added to the list were intersections deemed hazardous 
locations by residents and town officials. 

The study itself acknowledges that Route 6 was 
originally designed as the main throughway connecting 
Providence and points west to Cape Cod. Despite Route 
195's extension out to Route 25 in the 1970s, Route 6 has 
not been updated to better serve an increasing regional 
population. 

Even Mattapoisett's almost 2,000-foot stretch of 
shared-lane roadway between North and Main streets is 
over 30 years old. Marion has no such variety. There are 
lights at the Front Street intersection but not at nearby 
Spring Street, and there are no protected, left-turn lanes. 

"We think, if you look at the report, our sections 
have more safety issues to address than any other town 
(on the corridor)," said Marion Selectman John Waterman. 

Safety crossing Route 6 is a major concern where 
residences make up approximately 80 percent of the 
roadside properties to the east of Front Street. The stretch 
of road, a four-lane highway with only two yellow stripes 
separating the direction of traffic, abides like a relic from 
the 1950s. 

A longer look at the stretch from the Marion- 
Wareham line at the Weweantic River all the way to the 
Mattapoisett line reveals Point Road and Front Street 
as the only two places where one can safely cross the 
highway. 

"I think what we'd like to do is slow down 
(through) traffic," said Waterman. "The roads in Marion 
are not only about cars, they're about pedestrians and 
bicycles, too. I want people with kids to be able to get 
across Route 6 safely. 

"I would like to see over time a kid who lives on 
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Converse Road be able to bike to visit a friend who lives 
out by Kittansett... Right now, we have none of that." 

Despite Route 195, both local and through traffic 
persist along Route 6. Waterman thinks that making 
intersections safer by adding traffic lights, dedicated 
turning lanes, and bike lanes would naturally slow traffic 
to the point it would create the "second-order effect." 

"To the extent speed limits are slowed down, that 
will push more of the through traffic onto 195, which will 
be good for our community," he said. 

In Mattapoisett, Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham discussed the importance of taking this 
opportunity to modify several intersections along the 
corridor that was problematic for motorists. Those 
locations are the intersections of Brandt Island Road, 
Church Street extension, and Marion Road. He lobbied to 
"straighten" out the geometry of the intersections. 

In a conversation with Mattapoisett Selectman 
Paul Silva on April 18, Silva told The Wanderer , "Some 
intersections pose disaster." He pointed to the intersection 
where Marion Road intersects with Route 6 as an 
especially dangerous layout. Other areas of concern 
that Silva said were pointed out in the report were the 
intersections at Route 6 and Mattapoisett Neck as well as 
Brandt Island Road. 

Silva did not agree with one overall design 
concept, however, the removal of a left-hand turning 
lane between Main Street and North Street. "I would

not want to lose that," he said. Despite the current lane 
configuration's calming allows of traffic as well as flow, 
Silva stated, "...it probably doesn't do enough to slow 
traffic down in that busy area." 

Bonne DeSousa, a community volunteer who has 
spearheaded or been a prime mover in several critical 
projects in Mattapoisett including Complete Street 
projects, bike-path grant-writing, and the Industrial Drive 
reconstruction, commented via e-mail on the report. 

"SRPEDD made some changes to their draft 
based on public input," DeSousa wrote. "The report 
recommended continuing with plans for intersection 
changes and other less safe conditions regardless of lane 
reconfiguration. Changes at major intersections are really

important. Any changes that make it easier to cross the 
road will be important." 

DeSousa noted the importance of District 5 
design engineers' advantage of greater latitude to change 
conditions than that of the transportation planners who 
authored the report. Designers can seek out "design 
exceptions" in the interest of safety, she said. DeSousa 
also noted a separate Department of Transportation 
effort going on, apparently begun after the study was 
undertaken, to look at the possibility of new ways to set 
speed limits. "It will take a long time to change the speed 
limit, but doing so will create better conditions," she said, 
adding that community groups working on, ".. .road 
conditions that impact the pleasure, safety and prosperity 
of neighborhoods," will stay involved in the conversation 
about traffic speeds. 

While SRPEDD's study says it does not function 
to homogenize a solution. Waterman is less than confident 
Marion will see its unique problem areas addressed if 
residents and / or officials do not step up and push at the 
state level. The trump card, right now, is COVID-19 and 
a state throwing every resource possible into limiting the 
pandemic. 

"I honestly think if the state was going to redo 
Route 6, you're probably looking at a huge price tag so 
not much is going to happen with it unless certain towns 
push," said Waterman. "You're not looking at a dense 
population with a lot of voters. It's going to be up to the 
individual towns. 

"I would be very happy where we could get this 
at the point in the next two years where we're talking 
with the Department of Transportation and we, ideally, 
get them thinking about designs for parts of Route 6 in 
Marion. I would consider that a major next step."

me as I tolerated them. Not that I was a class clown 
or worse, troublemaker, no. I was just an anonymous 
frowning face in the crowd, destination unknown.

liked learning about household budgets, baking pans, 
cooking from scratch, and sewing. I did not. But Home- 
Ec was mandatory for girls as shop classes were for boys. 
It was either in the sophomore or junior years we were 
conscripted for duty in our practical vocational classes. 

At home there had been times when I was pressed 
into cooking duty because Ma was sick, or when I was 
younger still because I needed to make a fully planned 
meal for a Girl Scout badge. But I didn't enjoy being in the 
kitchen. For one thing, my mother didn't enjoy cooking. It 
was a chore primarily featuring canned meats and frozen 
vegetables. Occasionally she'd get creative and cook-up 
cream chipped beef over mashed potatoes, French toast 
as a dinner entree or macaroni soup with melted Velveeta 
cheese. Yum. But mostly it was food for sustenance, not 
flavor. 

Sewing in our home was handwork, not sewing 
machine. Like prepackaged foods, Ma preferred off-the- 
rack clothing. 

In Home-Ec class, the bubbly instructor. Miss 
Jackson, enthusiastically described the joys of cooking, 
keeping a clean home, especially the bath and kitchen, 
and (drum roll please) how to operate a sewing machine. 

The Home-Ec classroom was set-up in two 
sections: a fully equipped kitchen and the sewing- 
machine room. We were required to spend half the year in 
the kitchen and the other at the machines. While the boys 
were busy learning carpentry and automotive skills, we

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were being prepped to become homemakers. 

Our teacher was perfect for her role. Miss Jackson 
was a peach; really, if a person can be called a fruit, peach 
suited her. She was originally from the south, wore her 
hair in a teased bouffant up-curl of yellowish fluff, and 
dressed each day in a stiffly starched, shirtwaist dress. She 
was a vision complete with either pinky pink or peachy 
peach lipstick. I did like her. 

Unfortunately, I was an incompetent seamstress, 
making me the bane of Miss Jackson's day whenever 
my group rotated into her schedule. First and foremost, 
while I could darn socks, replace buttons, sew up a split 
seam and other small clothing-maintenance functions, 
the sewing machines terrified me. The worst part was 
winding the bobbin and threading that thick mechanized 
needle. 

Operating the sewing machine, whether it was 
an antiquated black Singer or a modern Zig Zag style, 
required the capabilities of an engineer to operate. There 
was the take-up lever, the tension wheel, spool pins and, 
last but not least, the needle. 

I wish I could tell you that I eventually achieved a 
level of adequacy that gave Miss Jackson the opportunity 
to move on to more complicated details of making a 
garment from whole cloth, but I'd be lying. I did not. She 
always had to help me, going slowly step-by-step until 
the machine was ready to actually sew parts together. 

Every year for decades, girls were required to 
complete two sewing projects to receive credit for the 
class - an a-line, wrap-around skirt and an apron with 
a pocket. These were considered easy projects quickly 
executed by anyone capable of chewing gum and walking 
at the same time. 

As memory serves, we had to shop for the 
patterns at the 5 & Ten Store. Back in class we gingerly 
removed the paper patterns from their envelopes. Miss 
Jackson decoded the pattern's language and symbols 
with the precision of an archeologist at a pyramid dig. 
Everyone seemed able to grasp the inner meaning of the 
markings on the pattern except yours truly. Fear coursed 
through my arms and hands as I tried with everything I 
had to understand the mathematics involved - yes, math. 
Another class I struggled with while learning how to 
operate an adding machine. But that's another story. 

Suffice to say. Miss Jackson had to stand beside 
me to ensure I didn't ruin the denim fabric intended to 
become, through some miracle, a skirt I could actually 
wear to school. Those who were really good at sewing 
were making two-piece ensembles of tweed trimmed 
with velveteen. I was simply hoping the seams of the four 
panels that made up my skirt would hold. 

Here's what I remember clearly: I wasn't able 
to finish on my own and, as the deadline for the fashion 
show, yeah the fashion show, approached. Miss Jackson 
helped me. The waistband's attached belt was left for me 
to finish. It was a bit too short and poorly executed to say 
the least, but I sewed it onto the skirt and was grateful 
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this exercise in humiliation was over. I was sick (cough- 
cough) the day of the fashion show. 

Oh, the apron faired a bit better, but the pocket 
was crooked and the tie uneven. My aunt, who wore 
a fresh clean apron every day of her life, became the 
recipient of that work of abstract art. Bless her soul, she 
did wear it whenever I was around. 

Sewing with a needle and thread minus the 
machine has served me well over the years. But today 
one of my regrets is not learning how to operate a sewing 
machine. I could and would be sewing up face masks 
instead of suffocating my husband and myself with the 
"no sewing required" models. 

I have been able to purchase cloth facemasks

online. They arrived today. I studied the seams and the 
shape of the fabric while thinking, "I should have tried 
harder in Home-Ec."

Village Infrastructure, Creek Road 
Have Heavy Price Tags 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Mick Colageo 

Department of Public Works Director David 
Willett told the Marion Board of Selectmen that he 
was pleasantly surprised that CDM Smith engineering 
sent him its computer-aided-design (CAD) files for the 
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roadway at the center of the Village Infrastructure Project 
Phase IB during the Board's April 21 remote-access 
meeting. 

"I'm a little reticent about talking about it," said 
Willett. "They did a big favor for us... It's going to save 
us an enormous amount of money even if we use another 
contractor." 

The work, worth $21,800, had been revised and 
is still essentially the same proposal involving sewerage, 
roadway design, and the stormwater system. 

"In my opinion, it's quite a bit overdesigned for 
what you need there," said Willett, adding that while the 
village is a mature area, a peer review will evaluate the 
information and give its opinion on rehabbing versus 
reconstruction of the system. 

Further analysis may yield conceptual changes to 
the stormwater plan that would, in turn, reduce the cost 
and allow the redirection of money to other road projects 
that the village needs. 

Selectman Norm Hills said that he wants to make 
sure that the latest rainfall data is taken into account when 
that gets decided. Willett said that, with the sea-level 
rising, it would be nice to see the potential evaluation of 
Marion's village infrastructure. 

A motion to approve an allocation of Chapter 
90 funds was tabled until Thursday, April 23, when the 
board members will have had ample opportunity to 
review the proposal. Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
told the board there needs to be a meeting on April 23 
anyway to vote on a solar contract. 

"A peer review is a good investment for us. We 
need to get this moving. All this work isn't going to get 
cheaper while we allow this to drag on," said Selectman 
John Waterman. 

Willett addressed other subjects, including the 
town's pavement management program. He was pleased 
to learn than Marion's roads were given a 75 percent 
rating; the best rating he had seen prior to in another 
town was 70 percent. 

Willett reported that Beta Engineering is 
suggesting Marion spend $265,000 for the next five years 
in order to capitalize on minor road repair opportunities 
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and thereby maximize the present value of its roads and 
minimize future costs. Willett is looking to allocate more 
than the $170,000 it would take to get Marion to a Grade 
D; $190,000 might get Marion to Grade B. 

Waterman pointed out that Creek Road is in 
dire need of repair and should not fall behind, but the 
approximately $400,000 it would take to reconstruct 
the middle section of Creek Road alone outweighs the 
$265,000 that is suggested Marion spend to maximize 
value in its other roads. 

Willett countered that the overall value saving 
should not be sacrificed to reconstruct Creek Road, which 
is already in need of a major overhaul. All present were 
amenable to Creek Road repair being put in the capital 
budget for FY22 so it will not slip further behind. 

"So, I've got a two-headed road program," 
summarized Willett. 

The board gave Willett the right to waive the 
town's $5,000 bonding requirement for contractors in the 
case of emergencies and special circumstances so as not to 
hold up smaller street-opening permits by rules designed 
more for large contractors doing large jobs. 

Waterman later suggested that, before vegetation 
grows is a good time to get done the spring beautifications 
to the Village, focusing on painting and signs. 

In his report, McGrail updated the Board of 
Selectmen on the Board of Health meeting an hour earlier 
in which the reopening of the beach parking lot was 
discussed but with no firm plans until at least May 4 with 
a May 5 Board of Health meeting scheduled. 

Meantime, Assistant Harbormaster Isaac Perry 
will begin installing the floats at the town dock, getting it 
ready to open for the public in time for May 5, pending 
the governor's guidance. 

The state's stay-at-home advisory expires on 
May 4, but with Tuesday's announcement that schools 
are closed for the duration of the 2019-20 academic year, 
it's a game of hurry-up-and-wait where it concerns non- 
essential businesses and public facilities. 

Hills made the point that boats could soon 
be coming north, as snowbirds return from winter in 
the south, and asked if they should be asked to self¬ 
quarantine upon arrival. It was noted that one way to 
identify potential newcomers would be tax bills mailed to 
out-of-area addresses. 

McGrail told the board that, for now, the plan 
at Town House to have staff working two days in the 
office and three days at home has kept the business of 
government running. "It's working out well," he said. 

McGrail reported that General Electric has offered 
the best bid proposal for Marion's interest in a solar 
project and, at the same time, in proposing a straight 
lease, is the town's only legal option. General Electric will 
have to apply for the interconnection with Eversource, 
and that fee could kill the project, according to McGrail. 

The board approved the promotion of Jonathan 
Castro to permanent status as a member of the Marion

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Mattapoisett Extends Tax Deadlines 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The April 16 meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen took place via the new normal, remotely 
using call-in and or internet applications. Present were 
selectmen Paul Silva and Jordan Collyer, along with Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco and consultant Mike Gagne. 

The selectmen wasted no time in voting to extend 
tax-payment deadlines in light of COVID-19's impact 
on the community and its economy. Lorenco read the 
executive order allowed under Section 10 of Chapter 53 
Acts of 2020 from the state. 

Lorenco reached out to The Wanderer with a full 
transcript of the executive order in an effort for full clarity. 
The order granted extension of real and personal property 
taxes to June 1. It also extended the date for filing real 
estate abatements and other statutory exemptions to June 
1 . 

The order explains the reasoning behind the 
decision to extend payment deadlines reading in part, "... 
the Town of Mattapoisett is cognizant of its responsibility 
to act in a fiscally prudent manner regarding municipal 
revenues necessary to pay for essential municipal 
functions such as public safety, public health, and first 
responders during the current State of Emergency, yet 
is also cognizant of the adverse impact that strict social 
distancing orders, necessary to prevent the unchecked 
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spread of COVID-19, have had on the finances of 
taxpayers... We are exercising the authority granted to 
us..." 

On the topic of control and containment 
of COVID-19 spread within the community, the 
selectmen were generally pleased with the cooperation 
demonstrated by its residents. Silva asked if the police 
department had reported on how people were reacting 
to social distancing. Lorenco stated that there had been 
concern expressed about congregating around the tennis 
courts and the skate park. "Those are now closed," 
he said. "People have done a pretty good job but not 
everywhere." He said the public needed to maintain 
distancing, "...so we can keep some amenities open." 

Silva said that, while no one wanted to close 
recreation areas, he would move to have them closed if 
necessary. 

Collyer said, "The police have been going to 
the bike path and Ned's, (because) those are the biggest 
issues... If we have to step in, we will shut places down." 

Silva pleaded, "Please people, respect distancing 
so we can keep places open." 

One major public event that has been postponed 
until 2021 is the Fiftieth Annual 4 th of July Road Race. 
Gagne read a letter from the race committee that noted the 
event draws hundreds of people into the village each year, 
making distancing impossible. The committee believed in 
the interest of public safety that postponing the race was 
the prudent thing to do. 

Gagne also said that families looking for 
activities that allow for distancing might want to 
consider shellfishing. He said that last year's permits 
would remain valid through the 2020 season and that 
information on open shellfish beds is available on the 
town's website. 

Gagne also commented on a more personal level, 
saying the work being done by the Board of Health, Fire 
Department, Police Department, and EMS have been 
exceptional. "They really know their business... I am 
proud." He told the selectmen, "You're running a very 
good operation here." 

Collyer followed up saying, "We are ahead of the 
curve on preparation." He said he hoped the teams could 
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begin looking ahead to the next stages in the coming 
weeks. 

In other business, the selectmen granted Hawkers 
and Peddlers license to CC&D, a repurposed merchandise 
mobile-shopping experience owned by sisters Cecile 
Callahan and Doris McCarthy. 

Callahan explained the new shopping experience 
known as "pop-ups," that she plans to do in collaboration 
with existing business in the community. She assured 
Silva when asked that the truck used as a mobile market 
will only be parked on private property, that she would 
not be parked on town spaces. 

"This type of business helps to drive new 
customers into existing businesses," she said. Callahan 
said that, along with repurposed linens and other small 
items, the pop-up would be selling flowers. 

The other business receiving the thumbs-up 
with a Common Victualler License was Ham 'R Thyme 
operated by Shaun Murphy. Murphy said that the food 
truck located at Mahoney Lumber Company parking lot 
had been a "big investment" on the part of owner David 
Mclntire. Murphy said that people were disappointed that 
the lunch truck had closed and were looking forward to 
it reopening under new management. Silva commented 
that good food and good prices would bring people to the 
business. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was not scheduled at the close of the meeting.

Rochester Opts for Elections First, then Town Meeting 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Town of Rochester voted at its April 16, 
remote-access meeting to hold town elections before town 
meeting, setting elections for Wednesday, June 17, and 
town meeting for Monday, June 22. 

Chairman Paul Ciaburri said holding town 
meeting first is preferred, but Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
said, "It's not going to affect this year's election (because 
there are) no ballot items for town meeting." On Bailey's 
recommendation, the board set June 22 for town meeting. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar pointed 
out that a June 22 town meeting necessitated moving 
elections ahead of that date because no Wednesdays were 
available for town elections after the June 22. Ciaburri 
then asked for a motion that the board schedule town 
meeting for June 22 and elections for June 17. The motion 
passed. 

The legalities around town elections were 
discussed, and Town Clerk Paul Dawson confirmed in 
response to selectman Woody Hartley's query that the 
original ballots will be used regardless of the new date of 
town elections. 

A candidates forum is being considered for June 


3, 4, or 5. 

Based on interaction with personnel representing 
the federal and state emergency management agencies, 
Ciaburri said he had a gut feeling that the state closure 
through May 4 will be extended. 

In other business on April 16, the board voted 
to approve the option of non-union, town employees to 
carry one week of unused vacation time over to FY2021, 
and any remaining unused vacation time would be 
bought back by the town. 

Selectman Woody Hartley concurred but said he 
would like to make the decision knowing the financial 
impact. "I'd like to know what those numbers are," he 
said. 

That information wasn't available to the meeting. 
Szyndlar indicated it had been tabulated according to 
total hours but not dollars. 

Bailey said that the group exercising this option 
is largely made up of contract employees who are 
department heads. 

The carefully-worded motion stated that any 
non-union employee with at least one week of unused 
vacation time that is set to expire on June 30, 2020, 
would be allowed to carry over one week of that unused 
vacation time to fiscal year 2021, this allowance due to the 
government shutdown and does not set a precedent. The 
motion passed. 

Under old business, Rochester has extended its 
deadline for the payment of property taxes from April 1 to 
June 1, along with the waiver of any penalties to June 29 
for bills due between March 20 and June 9. 

Under new business, Ciaburri reported that 
Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel struck a deal with a 
Middleboro-based company for personal protective 
equipment (PPE), a critical element in sustaining safe 
operations amidst the COVID-19 (aka coronavirus) 
pandemic. 

The board also reported that the Rochester 
foodbank served 34 families including some deliveries 
and some via pick-up. 
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Health Director Karen Walega to Retire 

Marion-Rochester Health District 
Marion Board of Health

The impending dissolution of the Marion- 
Rochester Health District, unfortunately, coincides with 
the announcement that Regional Health Director Karen 
Walega is retiring next week. 

Dr. Ed Hoffer, a member of the Marion Board of 
Health, thanked Walega for her 30-plus years serving the 
district and on behalf of the district, he wished her the 
best of luck in her new direction. 

In the immediate, Marion is looking for a part- 
time health agent for FY21. 

That matter was taken up in the 3:00 pm Marion 
Board of Health meeting held only an hour after the 
district meeting had ended. 

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail followed 
that district meeting with the announcement that, for the 
remainder of the life of the district and in FY21, the towns 
of Marion and Rochester will go in different directions. 

The resulting part-time job posting for a new 
health agent for Marion will be somewhat general, and 
the actual job description and compensation may depend 
on the field of candidates. 

"So it could be just the sanitarian depending 
on candidates," said McGrail, opening up the potential 
to beach-water testing, restaurant inspections, and the 
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health-agent role. 

He recommended posting the job as a part-time 
health agent at 20 hours per week at a rate of pay of 
$25 to $35 per hour and, after some discussion initiated 
by Marion Board of Health Clerk Dot Brown, with the 
preferred qualification of the removal of nitrogen. McGrail 
will form a subcommittee with Brown and Assistant Town 
Administrator Judy Mooney to screen applicants, then 
bring in the potential hires for interviews. 

Marion is discussing reopening its beach parking 
lot, but without a paved lot with lined spaces, ensuring 
safe spacing is a challenge. 

Chief of Police John B. Garcia said a physical 
barrier would limit the number of cars that can park in

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the beach lot. 

Board of Selectmen Chairperson Randy Parker 
said it would be necessary to have the guard shack 
manned. At the same time, no one in the meeting thought 
that a person should be saddled with confrontations with 
violators and that spot-checks by the police with ticketing 
might be a solution. 

Brown noted that privileged stickers give vehicles 
access to surrounding roadside parking so it may not 
be possible to indirectly curb beach crowds via parking 
restrictions inside the beach lot. She doesn't think any 
such measure has a realistic chance of success during the 
month of May. 

"Ultimately, we keep this on the agenda and you 
can discuss this at your next agenda," suggested McGrail, 
who agreed at the request of Board of Health Chairperson 
John B. Howard to find out if Marion has enough saw 
horses to place in the parking lot. 

Meantime, Assistant Harbor Master Isaac Perry is 
planning to prepare the Marion town dock for a potential 
reopening over the next two weeks. 

Hoffer said that 2020 is probably going to be a 
bad summer for the EEE virus, noting perennial issues of 
tick-born diseases. "Everybody's talking about nothing 
but COVID, but none of them are going away," he said. 

Brown added, "Triple E is a three-year cycle 
and this is year two. You can spray, but you can't spray 
yet. We don't have mosquitoes, and it's not clear if that 
works." 

McGrail requested that one of the experts work 
with him on answering those questions for the public, 
estimating a dozen emails so far from concerned citizens. 

Howard said posting on Facebook to remind 
people about EEE and other cautions is a valuable tool, 
but the advice should be to "Call your own physician and 
ask those questions." 

Hoffer also initiated discussion on the limits 
of the state's or town's authority to impose safeguards 
on the employees of businesses allowed to remain 
open during the stay-at-home advisory. He suggested 
that workers at Cumberland Farms should be wearing 
facemasks. Howard added that they should have their 
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temperatures taken when they report for their shifts. 

In other business, Hoffer reported that Walega 
and Health Nurse Kathleen Downey have been talking 
with the state about contact tracing and a potential 
Facebook Live discussion on health issues where people 
could call or write in questions. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, May 5. 

Only 90 minutes before Marion's 3:00 pm Board 
of Health meeting, the Marion Rochester Health District 
passed motions to buy out Walega's sick time, unused 
vacation time, personal days and comp-time, pay her 
part-time hours for May and June 2020 (Rochester only), 
credit Marion for Walega's part-time hours in its FY21 
operational budget, and vote to not appoint health agents 
for either town in FY21. 

Old Middleboro Road Solar Near Approval 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The April 21 meeting of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission was held remotely with 
commission chairman Mike Conway, vice-chair Dan 
Gagne, and commissioners Lena Bourque, Kevin 
Thompson, Maggie Payne, and Chris Gerrior present as 
well as town counselor Blair Bailey in attendance. After a 
few minutes of log-in hiccups, the meeting began at 7:22 
pm. 
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The commission and applicant Pedro Rodriguez 
of Solar MA nearly reached karma as the commissioners 
discussed final tweaks needed to the plan of record. 
Rodriguez was represented by Austin Turner of Bohler 
Engineering. Turner focused the attention of the 
commission on refinements requested by peer-review 
consultant Henry Nover to drainage mounding, with 
Turner saying "it did not impact stormwater calculations" 
previously submitted. 

The solar project would transform 35-acres off 
Old Middleboro Road impacting the 100-foot buffer zone 
jurisdictional to the conservation commission. The plans 
do not, however, impact wetlands. 

Previous discussions with the applicant included 
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the protection of historic features, such as stonewalls and 
homestead foundations. The biggest concern noted on this 
night by the commission and documented by Nover, was 
the necessity of improvements to the primarily dirt road. 
Old Middleboro Road, and construction of the drainage 
system before work on the solar field begins. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said that 
Nover's letter pointed to the importance of drainage 
systems to the site prior to tree removal and other 
disturbances. Farinon asked if the hearing had reached 
the point where special conditions should be discussed, 
such conditions as the commission's right to inspect the 
site during construction and the requirement that any 
changes to the plan of record first be brought before the 
commission prior to execution in the field. Conway said 
that special conditions and standard conditions could 
be sent to the applicant for review and that at the next 
meeting finalized. The Notice of Intent hearing was 
continued until May 5. 

Also continued was a proposed 208-unit 
residential and commercial development project located 
along King's Highway at a former landscaping and 
greenhouse operation. Representing Steen Realty and 
Development Company was Phil Cordeiro. He explained 
that the project has been moving along behind the scenes 
with plans modified to remove some resource areas 
from impact and to review and incorporate comments 
from peer-review consultant Field Engineering. He also 
commented that, given the project has already gone 
through five continuances, this evening's hearing was a 
new filing as required by the commission. 

Overall Cordeiro said, "We have been making 
great strides," noting changes to the drainage system, 
reflagging of wetlands, on-site wastewater treatment 
systems, and the repurposing of an existing greenhouse 
structure for future storage. He said his client wanted to 
provide the same set of drawings to both the Planning 
Board and the Conservation Commission so that each 
board would be working from the same set of documents. 
Farinon asked to review the new wetlands flagging prior 
to the continuance of the new filing. The Notice of Intent 
hearing was continued until June 2 to give the applicant 
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sufficient time to prepare new drawings. 

SunRaise Investments LLC, represented by Julie 
Goodwin of Prime Engineering, received approval of the 
5,423 bordering vegetated wetlands on property owned 
by Bradford D. and Ruth C. Correia at 0 Featherbed 
Lane. An Order of Resource Area was approved for the 
Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area Delineation. 

A continuance was granted to the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority, 45 Kings Highway at the 
request of the applicant until May 5. 

In other business, the commissioners approved 
an emergency contingency plan for the position of 
conservation agent if necessitated by COVID-19. They 
voted to engage John Rockwell, local wetlands scientist, if 
needed. Farinon said with a chuckle, "I have no intention 
of going down!" 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 5, time and phone-in 
conference details to be posted. 

ORR Was Ready for State-Ordered Closure 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Superintendent of Schools Doug White told 
the Old Rochester Regional School Committee more 
than once during its April 15, remote-access meeting to 
anticipate the news that came down from Governor Baker 
on Tuesday announcing the fate of the traditional 2019-20 
school year. 

It just wasn't the news everyone wanted to hear. 
Students will not be returning to campus. Remote 
learning will last the duration of the school year, which 
also unfortunately cancels all extra-curricular activities 
including but not limited to spring sports, prom and 
graduation exercises. 

"You feel bad for the seniors and what they're 
going through and missing all these events, and I hope 
the committee will stand up and support (ORR Principal 
Mike Devoll) and the high school... hopefully we'll 
be able to do something and support them," said ORR 
School Committee Chairperson Cary Humphrey. "None 
of us have had to deal with this in our entire lifetime, and 
they're dealing with it." 

The good news coming down from White 
is the report he had received from the state's 
education commissioner authored by MIT that ranked 
Massachusetts second in the country in remote learning. 

Old Rochester has come a long way since Friday, 
March 13, when only hours before the state closed 
the campuses White advised a Marion Emergency 
Preparedness meeting that the district lacked the 
equipment to transition to remote learning. A month later, 
ORR is the envy of school districts across the state for 
its ambitious approach toward learning away from the 
school buildings. 

"We have learned that a lot of our students 
have taken on greater responsibilities during this time, 
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and a synchronous schedule would not work for them 
and would not provide equity for all so we adopted the 
asynchronous model where staff is posting lessons and 
assignments by 9:30 every morning so that students can 
work on their own schedule to meet due dates," said 
Devoll. "In my opinion, it's the best model around." 

Devoll has attended many meetings and the 
feedback suggests that school districts reaching out want 
to learn more from ORR about its model. "I'm very proud 
of the model we have in place and the work that our staff 
has done," he said. 

Staff members have office hours, some by video 
conferencing, some by phone and some by a chat feature. 
But 100 percent of the staff is available at dedicated times 
for immediate feedback. 

"We were given the choice from the state ... we 
chose to continue through the curriculum because we are 
anticipating a student that finishes Algebra 2 to move into 
pre-Calculus, and there are concepts that are needed that 
we had not reached by March 13," said Devoll, explaining 
with the example. "So we are moving forward ... 
understanding that we are not going to hit upon the entire 
scope that we would have in a normal year, but enough so 
that students can move forward into whatever course they 
matriculate into. ... And not all schools are doing that. 

"I love our model. I think that we are doing right 
by our kids." 

Junior High Principal Silas Coellner has grouped 
that school's subjects in a Monday-Wednesday and 
Tuesday-Thursday arrangement with Fridays set aside 
for independent work, intervention groups, enrichment, 
clubs, advisories, etc. 

Most lessons are asynchronous. Coellner reported 
that, while 25 percent of the staff was using Google 
Classroom before remote-learning began, 75 percent now 
utilize the platform. 

Special education is 100 percent via Google 
Classroom, Zoom and video chats with regular check-ins. 
A Google calendar has been set up so that teachers can 
know when students are going to be on video chat. 

New learning is mixed in with review. "We're 
trying to find that balance in between," said Coellner, who 
reported that 50 parents attended two meetings, working

Over 115 generous townsfolk 
have made donations to the statue, but particular recognition should now be noted for 
Marion area businesses who have made gifts to help achieve the committee’s goal.

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on consistency for pass-fail grading. 

Assistant Superintendent Mike Nelson reported 
on special education and Individual Education Plans. 
Starting on April 6, ORR began providing parents and 
guardians weekly service plans ... tailored toward a 
remote-learning environment. 

"Our thought process was, 'Let's put team 
meetings and IEP meetings on hold and put all of our 
efforts and all of our resources into providing as many 
services as possible," said Nelson. "So what that looks like 
is we're providing consultation services to the general-ed. 
teachers, to the students themselves, we're supporting 
the general-education, remote-learning platform that all 
students are experiencing. 

"We're also doing direct services, meaning 
individual services and small-group as well using some 
of the tools we've already talked about including Zoom 
and Google Meet, and I'm very proud on how quickly we 
adapted as educators and related-service providers, and 
this extends to our physical therapists, our speech and 
language pathologists and our (occupational therapists)." 

Nelson hopes soon to add virtual team meetings 
to comply with as many IEP's as possible and thanked 
the teachers and paraprofessionals for "really rising to 
the occasion and adapting to these circumstances" and 
the building administration for "making sure that special 
education was part of the process as they were designing 
their remote-learning environments." 

White said that ORR has given out over 300 
Chromebooks, and people are still requesting them based 
on at-home needs. 

The lingering concern in any model - and ORR 
is not immune - is the risk of students falling through the 
cracks. 

Assistant Principal Vanessa Harvey and Devoll 
have called over 147 students since we remote learning 
was launched to check in and check up. '"Hey, we just 
want to connect with you, we want to engage, we want to 
make sure you're OK, you're missing assignments.' That's 
how we want to take attendance," summarized Devoll. 
"The Zoom (meetings) are really working for some kids 
and for a lot of teachers it's working. It's also how we're 
kind of taking temperatures of kids. 

"I've got a lot of teachers emailing me. We've got 
a lot of sad kids, we've got a lot of kids that are not doing 
well. Those face-to-face (meetings) are invaluable." 

School resource police officer Matt McGraw has 
gone out to homes just to check on students.

handlers got COVID-19 state-sponsored training. He said 
that, while ORR did not originally qualify to receive aid 
to assist in the lunch program, the district is now is being 
funded. 

The totals since March 17 are 7,862 meals 
served, including 3,931 breakfasts and 3,931 lunches, 
and Saturday lunches that are delivered to students on 
Friday. White reported two grants, a $5,000 mini grant 
from Harvard-Pilgrim Health and $6,425 from ELS 
Foundations, both to help with ORR's lunch program. 

"I want to thank the nurses as well," he said. "The 
nurses have reached out to homes that may need some 
assistance, and they are actually taking and delivering 
lunches to some of our families as a result of they cannot 
get out to our locations to pick up our lunches." 

In his facilities update. White reported that any 
areas being used are being sanitized and made ready for 
the next day. "We are using one of our vans to transport 
food ... that van is being washed down every day," he 
said. 

Committee member Jim Muse said, "We should 
have our eye open for any and all opportunity for help" 
once schools reopen and facilities stop getting the same 
quality of attention. 

That, of course, would not come to pass in 
academic year 2019-20. 

The next meeting of the ORR School Committee 
is scheduled for May 27, and the next Joint meeting is

The Wretched. Starring John-Paul Howard and Piper 
Curda. Directed by Brett and Drew Pierce. Running 
time: 95 minutes.

Anyone who's been watching a lot of horror 
movies during the shutdown because they prefer to be 
frightened by something fun that has an end in sight 
may want to know about The Wretched. A second effort 
by the brother filmmaking team of Brett and Drew Pierce 
(2011's zombie comedy Deadheads ), the movie is about 
as comforting as a film can be that deals with an ancient 
witch that steps into people's skins, kills their babies 
and makes them forget they ever had babies. Perhaps 
the grim premise is mitigated by its young heroes, who 
— along with Conor Murphy's handsome widescreen 
compositions and Devin Burrows' robust score — remind 
us of the '80s as seen through the magic-hour filter of 
Steven Spielberg. It's all confidently crafted, even if some 
of the plot points could be better laid out; if you have to 
stop to remember why a character would have a gun, it 
hinders the momentum of the thrills. 

The setting is both soothing (a lakeside marina 
where some of the characters work) and eerie (a forest 
that hosts a dreadful-looking tree whose existence seems 
conditional). Our young anti-hero is Ben (John-Paul 
Howard), a typical teen, smart but emotionally turbulent, 
moping over his parents' divorce. This summer Ben is 
assisting his dad at the marina, lining up the boats at the 
dock just so, giving the little kids sailing lessons, along 
with pal-and-maybe-more Mallory (Piper Curda). Next 
door to Ben and his dad lives a family with mysteriously 
dwindling numbers. The Wretch, you see, has gotten 
into one of them, and ... Well, the Wretch lives in the 
aforementioned ghastly tree, and likes to kidnap children, 
probably for food. I mean, why else would a Wretch want 
kids around? 

Again, some of the storytelling leaves us in the 
lurch. If we're wondering why a father seems unaware 
his infant child is missing, it takes us out of the movie 
momentarily, even if it's explained later. When a baby is 
gone and his father doesn't know or care, we need the 
context now or the fragile, fragile imaginative contract is 
broken. The explanation arrives alongside the movie's 
twist, and it isn't my favorite aspect of The Wretched, 
although it does pull us inside the confusion of the 



affected character. But much of this gets a pass from me 
because the leads, Howard and Curda, are so low-key 
appealing; Mallory is funny and sometimes seems to be 
tickling the film's somber lore on its tummy, and Ben is 
realistically wounded but not obnoxious. We are (there's 
that word again) comfortable in these kids' company. Not 
only do we root for them to prevail over skin-shedding, 
baby-munching evil, we want them to be happy. And some 
of the relationship stuff — say, between Ben and his dad's 
new girlfriend — feels authentic enough that we expect it 
to continue, until the movie reminds us it's a horror movie 
and pulls us up short. 

At just over an hour and a half. The Wretched 
doesn't presume our patience. You didn't ask, but my 
feeling is that the best horror movies work along the 
lines of a good horror short story — punchy, potent, to 
the point. And one thing the recent mode of season-long 
arcs in television has taught us is that if you want the 
equivalent (or a successful adaptation) of a horror novel, 
it's best accomplished now as a season of TV, or at least 
a miniseries. (This isn't new, of course; 1977's Roots was 
an early "novel for television" whose story couldn't 
have been told in a feature film's two hours.) You can 
do things in that elongated medium that you can't do in 
movies; you can develop dread in depth, and layer your 
characters. But pacing is as important at length as it is 
in works of greater brevity, and there's a reason Stanley 
Kubrick's The Shining (146 minutes) is more fondly 
remembered than the one Stephen King himself wrote for 
television (273 minutes of po-faced fidelity to the source, 
in word if not in tone). 

Anyway, The Wretched is a fine horror short story. 
It confines itself to a few locations and a few people; if 
converted to prose, it would fit nicely in an anthology 
alongside, say. Let the Right One In and It Follows and The 
Babadook and, if you insist. Hereditary. Oh, and the original 
1981 Evil Dead. That this film seems to have some Sam 
Raimi in its quiver, in terms of theme and milieu but not 
style, is probably no accident; like Evil Dead, it was shot in 
Michigan, and the directors' dad is Bart Pierce, who was 
on Evil Dead's FX crew. So we have here a film that more 
or less successfully channels Spielberg, Raimi, Grimm and 
Dahl. That's not bad company to be in, either.

"I think everybody saw 
that this was probably coming down this way. We were all 
doing our best to fill out the schedules and I think there 
were a lot of people that really worked hard to make sure 
that we were ready to go when it started... It's just a gut 
punch for everybody who's put all this work in — for the 
kids and the adults. 

"Kids should have a blast throughout their school 
career, not have all the greatest things... in the end of 
senior year. Well, obviously things can happen and stuff 
doesn't work like that. So we need to learn to spread stuff 
out." 

In the world of high school athletics, junior year 
is also crucial for student-athletes looking to pursue a 
college playing career — perhaps for the spring athletes 
more than any others. 

"If you're a junior, this is hurting you hard, too," 
Old Colony athletic director Matt Trahan said. "Because 
(recruiting) is based on stats, and it's based on record and 
it's based on what you did last year. And there's a lot of 
ifs and buts right now. So I feel for them all." 

Tilden echoed a similar sentiment. 

"(Our) junior class has some exceptional athletes

They generally spend the winter in 
Central America, Mexico, and Florida, before migrating 
to Eastern North America to breed in the summer. They

marathon flight over the Gulf of Mexico, which offers no 
landing in sight! I often think of what these little lives 
have had to endure to arrive back here at my feeders; 
storms, predators, lack of food sources, and all that 
mother nature can throw at them. In some way, they seem 
to help put our current circumstances into perspective. 

I can't remember exactly when I became 
enthralled by these miracles of nature, but it has been 
several years of utter infatuation for me. It began with 
one feeder and a handful of hummingbirds, but when the 
fighting over the feeder started, I put up a second feeder 
and then a third. Currently, I have a total of six feeders, 
and I estimate between 30-50 hummingbirds who have 
made our property their home. Guests have witnessed the 
incredible activity of my birds with awe and amazement 
as they zip and buzz over our heads from nest to feeders 
incessantly. 

Filling six feeders and keeping them clean is a 
full-time summer job! Every day, I refresh the formula, 
which consists of one cup of sugar to four cups of 
water, lightly heated over the stove until the crystals are 
dissolved. It's also necessary to regularly run the feeders 
through the dishwasher to reduce bacteria and keep 
hummingbirds healthy. As the weather warms up, the 
feeders have to be refreshed and cleaned at least every 
other day. It is a labor of love that I anticipate every 
spring and mourn with their departure in the fall.

The biggest threat to hummingbirds are humans, 
who when landscaping often cut branches that hold their 
tiny camouflaged nests. If this ever happens to you or 
you find a hummingbird nest on the ground, try to put 
it back as close to its original location as possible, as the 
mother will search for days for a missing nest. If you 
can ask landscapers to prune limbs in late fall after the 
hummingbirds have migrated, it may save these little 
lives. 

So, while confined and quarantined, shrouded 
with an onslaught of depressing news and negativity, I am 
uplifted with great anticipation and excitement, tracking 
the migration for the arrival of my precious, darling 
fairies! If you keep an eye out, you just might see some.

LED Streetlight Conversion Project 

Beginning the week of April 27, 2020, the Town of 
Mattapoisett will be replacing all of the town's overhead 
streetlights with 370 new Light Emitting Diode (LED) 
lights. 

These new LED lights will use approximately 65 
percent less electricity than the current fixtures, further 
reducing the municipality's greenhouse gas emissions. 
The new streetlights will also last four times longer than 
current bulbs and, unlike the current bulbs, the LED 
streetlights contain no mercury, which is highly toxic if 
not disposed of properly. 

LED streetlights also produce less light than the 
current fixtures; however, a person's ability to perceive 
objects by the LED streetlights will be an improvement 
over the current technology. This is because the spectrum 
of light provided by LED light is more compatible with 
human vision. Therefore, less light is needed to provide 
the same level of clarity. This is particularly true when 
compared to the yellow light produced by high-pressure 
sodium lamps that comprise the bulk of the town's 
current streetlights. The new LED lamps will not waste 
any light skyward. Light will instead be directed closer to 
where it is needed. Light from the LED streetlights make

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colors look brighter and "truer" to natural color. Trees 
look green instead of brown, a blue car looks blue instead 
of grey. Due to this improved color rendition, things 
appear brighter and sharper under LEDs which is why 
police and other safety personnel prefer LEDs. 

LEDs last far longer than existing High-Pressure 
Sodium (HPS) streetlights. The new LED fixtures are rated 
to maintain at least 70 percent of their light output for 
100,000 hours, which is approximately 20 years. 

The project is scheduled to be completed in June

ORR Receives over $6,000 to Expand Healthy 
Meal Service 

To support families during school closures. Old 
Rochester Public Schools district (ORR) is providing 
children aged 0-21 with free, nutritious breakfast and 
lunch meals every day of the week as part of the USDA's 
emergency COVID-19 response. The Eos Foundation 
awarded the district a $6,425 grant to support continued 
distribution of meals to children. 

"We want everyone to know that these healthy 
meals are available to every child and young adults. 
Parents/caregivers can pick up meals on children's behalf 
to help ensure safe social distancing," said Superintendent 
Doug White. "We know that home food supplies are 
running low and it's important to try to keep people out 
of the supermarkets. This is a federally-funded program, 
and the food is nutritious, so please come take your meals 
and spread the word." 

Children receive two free meals per day (bagged 
breakfast and bagged lunch). Children (or parents / 
guardians on behalf of children) can take both meals at 
once. On Fridays, families can pick up four meals to cover 
both a breakfast and a lunch on Friday and Saturday. 
Children do not need to be present for parents / guardians 
to pick up the meals. Meals are available to all children 
ages 0-21 and preschool-aged children can also receive 
meals. All children are welcome regardless of town of 
residence or school attended, as this is a community-wide
